Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Glide et 
al., WO 00/66037: Figure 6; page 5, lines 10-25; page 6, lines 8-20; page 17, line 32, through 
page 18, line 15; etc.
